Because of failing health, Gen. John J. Pershing is expected 
to return here within the next month from Arica, Chile, 
where he is representing President Coolidge in the Chilean- 
Peruvian arbitration over Tacna-Arica. 


His physician has recommended he begin the homeward 


trip not later than January 15, and he may depart from 
Arica before that date if proper arrangements can be made.

FALLS CITY, Neb., Dec. S.— 


Victor G. Lyford, 66, former presi- 
dent of the University of Nebraska 
board of regents, candidate for con- 
gress on the progressive ticket in 
the first district in ISlJ-and presi- 
'dent of the Federation'of Nebraska 
Ketailcrs in 1923 and 1924 dropped 
dead in his store at 9 a. m. Mon- 
day. 
Death was believed due to 


heart trouble. 
' 


Mr. Lyford was born nt Neponset, 


111., on Aug. 16, 1S59. He attended 
Hedding^ college at Abingdon. 11!., 
and later at Northwestern univers- 
ity. Where he was a classmate of 
William Jennings Bryan and" A. R- 
Talbot. of Lincoln in the law col- 
leg-e. Soon nfter leaving college he 
formed a law partnership with Tal- 
bot, who later became legally as- 
sociated with Bryan, but he did not 
practice law long and returned to 
Neponset to enter business. He later 
went to Humphrey, Neb., and in 
1S99 came to Falls City where he 
established Lyford's Ladies ready- 
to-wear store. 


The year after his arrival here 


lie was elected to the local school 
board and 
two years later was 


elected member of the state •uni- 
versity board of regents, holding 
that office for 13 yeans, longer than 
anyone else, and being elevated to 
the presidency of the board in hv: 
last 
term. 
AHuoiigh a friend of 


Bryan, lie never voted for him and 
always remained a republican. His 
chief venture into politics was when 
hi', ran for congressman 
in 1912. 


Though running on the progressive 
ticket he polled 2,000 votes. He also 
served as mayor of Falls City five 
years ago. 


On Sept. 24, 1SS5, 
he was married 


in. Illinois to Florence N. .Willitts, 
who with six daughters, nil mar- 
ried, survives him.

ing north on Eleventh street when 
he saw Mr. Berry apparently come 
out from the alley on the west side 
of the street. 


"I was going- about 11 or 12 miles 


an hour and honked my horn," he 
said. "He seemed to stop and wait, 
I think he saw me. Just as I got 
to him he slipped and fell, either

front wheel .of my car passed over 
him."The car was stopped so quickly 
that the back wheel did not pass 
over the man, according to Gordon. 


Mr. Berry, who was G5 years old 


and a linen buyer for Gold & Co., 
was going from the store to his 
home at 122-1 K street when the 
accident occurred. He was crossing 
the street about the middle of: the 
block it was said, and was knocked 
underneath the north-bound taxi. 
The driver and a passenger picked 
up and took him to the Lincoln 
Sanitarium, where 
he 
died 
five 


hours afterwards. 


Preparing to Move. 


Mr. Berry had resigned from his 


position . at Gold & Co., and 
was 


planning to go to California the first 
of the year. 


The accident victim had been a 


resident of Lincoln for more than 
eleven years. 
He came here as a 


buyer for the Herpolsheimer com- 
pany in 1914, remaining at that 
position for nine years. He took .a 
position as buyer of linen and white 
goods at Gold's 
more 
than 
two 


years ago. 


Mr. Berry was born in Kentucky 


and lived in Roodhouse, 111., during 
his boyhood. He lived in Chicago, 
Champaign, and 
Jacksonville, 111., 


and from there moved to Lincoln. 


Mr. Berry is survived by his wife, 


Marie and a daughter, Francis Vir- 
ginia, at home, two sons, Harris of 
Los Angeles and Parke, of New 
York, a brother a.t Uoodhouse. 111.

Announcement that Cnlted States Senator George

Comlnp as it duos on the heels of a statement by 


Senator Borah, another of that group that he was 
m complete accord with President Coolidge, there is 
every reason to expect -. sneedy and successful con- 
clusion of the fight to brin* America into the world 


^""senator Xorris ha, not seen fit to explain the 
reasons for his change in position. The public is 
little interested in that phase of It. It is enough that 
he has altered his view and is finally ready to accede 
to what must be recognized as an overwhelming pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of America taking her placo 
In the world court. 


The news will be cheering to Europe, and to the 


rest of the world. In the brief period that the world 
court has been functioning, it has accomplished some 
notable results for the cause of international peace. 
In a half dozen instances, its good offices have been 
sufficient to avert armed strife between some of the 
smaller nations. The missionary features of its labors 
have been even more valuable. It was the spirit of 
amity and good will flowing from the court and the 
league of nations which made possible the security 
pact drawn up at Locarno. As a result of its efforts 
there la the growing conviction in Europe and else- 
where in the world that a new order has dawned. 
Justice through peaceful methods is to prevail. The 
sword has been retired in favor of the pen. The es- 
sential fairness of world opinion is to replace 
the 


brute force of armies. And as a result of this growing 
confidence in the faith of the people of the world that 
there shall b* no recurrence of that bloody tragedy of 
recent years, disarmament is occupying the attention 
of the men who administer the affairs of governments. 
There are fewer men under arms in Europe today 
than at the outset of the world war. A second disarm- 
imcnt conference has been called at which even 
more drastic reductions in the forces on land and sea 
and In the air, is contemplated. 


It will he years before the full fruits of this re- 


markable victory over the ancient doctrine of militar- 
ism will bo observable. But in Europe, in America and 
in all other lands where evidences of modern clviliz- 
it'on prevail, the overwhelming burden of govern- 
ment is directly chargeable to war. A preponderance 
of the tax burden ot this country has arisen out of war 
or preparation for war. Europe is reeling under its war 
burden. AVhen the time arrives that nations have re- 
duced their costly military establishments, then the 
staggering sums of money necessary for their main- 
tenance can be devoted to improving the standards of 
living of the various peoples of these countries. Trade 
and commerce will thrive under the stimulus of the 
converted wealth which formerly was destroyed upon 
the battlefield. 


The most important act in Senator Norris' long 


career is his announcement that he will cast his bal- 
lot for American membership in the world court. It 
is difficult to understand, in view of the sentiment 
in this state, how he maintained his unwavering op- 
position for so long. 


AVith Xorris removed from the ranks of the irre- 


conollaMcs, it is possible to foresee an easy victory in 
the world court fight. He was one of the two ablest 
men in the ranks of opponents. He commanded moro 
attention, and held the linos intact better than any 
of ihje remaining critics. His conversion to the pro- 
gram" of American membership is a stunning blow 
to the Irreconcilables.

generation than that most In evidence in this country 
now. Tntness the fact that on Chrismtas day, Mr. 
Donahey allowed the gubernatorial cook to depart In 
full glory while the governor prepared the Christmas 
dinner with his own Tiands.

He could pinch hit at taking care of the child- 
ren, washing and dressing and entertaining them 
In case of dire extremity ho could take his place in 
the kitchen and it was frequently the fact thai he 
could prepare no "mean" meal. He could cook moat 
and prepare potatoes at least two or three ways, mako 
Appetizing coffee and once in a while he attempted 
biscuits.

The present offering of English opera at Chicago 


by no means the first of its kind. Twenty years ago 


lenry AY. Savage brought out an Anglicized version 
f "Parsifal" which had a very successful run, not 
nly in New York aud Chicago but throughout the 
ountry. In those days operatic and theatrical com- 
anies madp tours covering tha whole United States. 
nstead of confining themselves, as nowadays, to half 


dozen big cities. There have been some other rendi- 
ons in Engrilsh also. 


It has been demonstrated pretty conclusively that 
American public will respond to good opera, in the 


anguage they speak and know. The reason why more 
reductions of the kind have not been forthcoming 
ppears to lie in the scarcity of American composi- 
ons suitable for such presentation and the indiffer- 
nce of the commercialized stage, rather than in the 
ack of a popular demand for them.

A RESEARCH REWARD. 


The fir;;, award to the scientist adjudged of hav- 


ng done More to promote human enjoyment of life 
han a.' / other American goes to Dr. John J. .Abel, 
>rofessor of pharmacology at Johns Hopkins univer- 
ity. He has been given the annual prize of the Re- 
earch Corporation of America, amounting to 52,500 a 
•car. It is one. of the stipulations of the award that 
he prize shall go only to those scientists who make 
heir contribution to knowledge freely and without tho 
lope of reaping a monetary reward for their efforts. 


Dr. Abel has been working in a field little known 


o the layman. 


Most of his contributions have been in 
that 


branch of chemistry that has to do with reactions 
vithin living bodies. Most particularly helpful has 
been his investigations in connection with the duct- 
ess glands and their functions. It is significant tc 
he layman that In the face of the 
very remarkable 


progress made in combatting so many of the •well- 
cnown diseases which cause so much suffering and 
distress to the human race, that the jury of award 
ihould choose a field which has been vaguely sug- 
gested until recent years. 


The research prize was made possible through 


he efforts of another scientist, Dr. Frederick C. Cut- 
,rell, who was working as a chemist in the United 
States bureau fo mines. He patented certain pro- 


esses used very largely in manufacturing. 
It was 


his desire that science should get the benefit of his 
abors and so he offered his patents to the SmKh- 
ioniari Institute with the understanding that the rc- 
,urns from them should be employed to reward the 
scientists for their efforts. A research corporation was 
.'ormed for the exploitation of these 
patents, and 


stock sold, but with the unusual provision that the 
profits should be used "to supply means for the ad- 
vancement and extension of scientific and technical 
Investigation."

YOU NEED NOT HAVE DANDRUFF NOR BE BALD 


A certain amount of dandruff is normal. The dandruff scales con- 
sist of the dead skin from the scalp, with a few scales composed of the 
hardened secretions of oil (sebum) from the oil glands connected with 
each hair. 
If tho scalp is thoroughly and vigorously brushed every day, and 
each day's accumulation is shaken out, the scalp will be kept in good 
condition, and the scales will not accumulate and go on to the stage 
we speak of as dandruff. 
(If two brushes are used you can get some 
pretty vigorous exercise of the aVms and chest muscles at the same 
time.) 
If the scalp is not kept clean by daily cleaning then It be- 
comes irritated, Itches, the oil glands become overactive and more 
oil scales, as well as the skin scales, accumulate on the scalp. 
After you brush your scalp very thoroughly, run your fingers 


through It and then close the fists. This will give a gentle pull on the 
roots and strengthen them. Any hairs that are loose enough to come 
out as a result of this treatment, should come out. 
Seborrhea 
• 
, 
Thera are two general forms of dandruff: the dry form ana the 
oily form. The oily type is known as.seborrhea. It may extend over 
the scalp and go beyond the borderlines of the hair. 'After a time the 
hair begins to fall. 
There are certain types of germs which are always present In cases 


of dandruff, and in seborrhea there is no doubt that germs can be the 
inciting cause. This is the reason it is unwise in go to barbers who 
are not scrupulously careful about the cleansing of their brushes nt>d 
combs, or to use the brushes and combs of others. 
Treatment: The order of treatment in both types of dandruff is 


first, to remove the scales; second, to destroy the germs; and third, 
to bring the scalp to its normal healthy condition. Tho removal of 
the scales is best effected by brushing, but if dandruff is very thick 
a fine comb may be used, If used gently enough not to injure the scalp. 
After the removal of the scales, the hair should be washed, the fre- 
quency of the washing depending- upon the stage of the disease. 
If 
the condition is severs, it may .at first need a. daily shampoo and 
,then later once a week or once in two weeks, depending upon the case. 


Any mild soap may be used for the shampoo. If you cannot get 


soft or distilled water, a little lemo-n juice or vinegar in the last 
rinsing water will keep the hair from being sticky. After the hair has 
dried medication to kill the germs is applied with the fingers to the 
scalp (not the hair). It should be used daily for three days, and every 
other day for the next ten days. This may have to be kept up for 
three months or so. After the diseaseis controlled, then once a week 
or less often is sufficient, if the daily care of the scalp is kept up. 
Some skin specialists believe that sulphur is the most reliable 
remedy and an ointment known as sulphur cream is a good form to 
use. Tour druggist will put this up for you, as the prescription is in 
their textbooks. 
Sometimes an alcoholic compound of 3 percent resorcin is recom- 


mended for the oily form of dandruff. 
Baldness. 
One of my books on skin diseases states that SO percent of baldness 


is due to dandruff, so you can see that the prevention of dandruff means 
the prevention of baldness in a large percentage of the cases. 
Now a word abrtut the diet—yes, even for tho hair! 
It is found 


in the nutritional laborities that diet has a decided effect on animals 
used for experimental purposes. 
On an unbalanced or insufficient 


diet especially one lacking in vitamins or mineral elements, the fur 
becomes rough and sparse. There is no doubt that the fur on human 
heads is also affected by improper diet as is every other structure of 
the body.

It w as the spirit of 
amity and good will flowing from the court and the 
league of nations which made possible the security 
pact draw n up at Locarno. As a result of its efforts 
there Is the grow ing conviction in Europe and else, 
where In the world that a new order has 
lustlce through peaceful n td ho d s Is to prevnl . T he 
sword has been retired in favor of the pen. The es- 
sentlHl fairness of world opinion is to replace 
brute force of arm ies. And as a result of this growing 
. onfl<lcnce In the faith of the people of the world that 
there shall he no recurrence of tha t bloody tragedy of 
recent years, disarm am ent Is occupying the attention 
of the men who adm inister the affairs of government.s. 
There are fewer men under arm s in Europe today 
than at the out.set of the world war. A second disarm - 
im ent conference has been called at which even 
more drastic reductions in the forces on land and .sea 
ind In the air, is contemplated. 
It will be years before the full fruits of this re- 
narkahle victory over the ancient doctrine of inlUtar- 
sm will he observable. Hut In Europe. In America and 
in all other lantls w here evidences of modern clvUlz- 
ttlon prevail, the overwlielmlng burden of go vern ­ 
ment is directly chargeable to war. A preponderance 
of the tax burden of this country has arisen out of w ar 
or preparation for war. Europe Is reeling under Ita w ar 
burden. AVhen the time arrives tha t nations have r e ­ 
duced their costly military establishm ents, then the 
staggering sum s of money necessary for their m a in ­ 
tenance can be devoted to Iniprovlng the stand ard s of 
living of the various peoples of these countries. T rade 
and commerce will thrive under the stim ulus of the 
converted w ealth which f.)rrnerly w as destroyed upon 
(he battlefield.

Another bit of evidence tha t the w ays of a busi­ 
ness m an are not acceptable to the politicians Is seen 
in the well-defined move now underw ay to head off 
po.H8lb!e renom lnatlon of V ice-President D awes in 
1928 
Mr. Dawes Is pre-em inently a business man. H e 
cares nothing fo rthe finesse of politics. H e has none 
of Its suavencHs ami diplomacy. 
He Is 
blunt and 
plain-spoken. He never beats abo ut the bush but says 
w hat he has to say w ithout any effort to soften its 
harshness. Now politlclan.s don’t like that. They are 
generally given to soft speaking. 
Mr. Dawes has lit­ 
tle respect for tradition or precedent. W hen he find.s 
methods are cumbersome and unfitted to present-day 
conditions, he belleve.s tha t they should be discarded 
and the m achinery of state n» ade to conform to the 
needs of the hour. T ha t is the explanation of hi.s 
fight OB the senate rules. It cannot be successfully 
denied tha t certain practices In senatorial procedure 
are the heritage of a day when the senate W’as a m uch

A R E S E A R C H R E W A R D . 
The first aw ard to the scientist adjudged of ha v­ 
ing done more to prom ote hum an enjoym ent of life 
than any other American goes to Dr. .John J. Abel, 
professor of pharmacology- a t Johns Hopkins univer­ 
sity. H e has been given the annxnil prize of the R e­ 
search Corporation of America, am ounting to $2,500 a 
year. It is one of the stipulations of the aw ard tha t 
the prize shall go only to those scientists who m ake 
their contribution to knowledge freely and w-lthout tl v 
hope of reaping a m oneU ry rew ard for their effort.s. 
Dr. Abel has been w orking In a field little known 
to the laym an. 
Most of his contributions have been In 
that 
branch of chem istry that baa to do w ith reactions 
w ithin living bodies. Most particularly helpful has 
l.een his invcstlgatlona in connection w ith the d uc t­ 
less glands and their functions. It Is significant tc 
the laym an tha t In the face of the 
very rem arkable 
prt)gress made In com batting so m any of the well 
known diseases which rau.se so m uch suffering and 
distress to tike hum an race, that the jury of aw ard 
should ch« » osc a field which has been vaguely sug ­ 
gested until recent years. 
The research prize was made possible through 
the efforts of sn o ther scientist. Dr. Frederick 
C ut- 
trell, who w as working as a chemist in the I ’nlted 
Btates bureau fo mines. He patented certain pro ­ 
cesses used very largely in m anufacturing. 
It w as 
his desire tha t science should get the benefit of his 
labors and so be offered his patents to the S m ith­ 
sonian Institute with the understanding tha t the r e ­ 
turns from them should be employed to rew ard tha 
scientists for their efforts. A research corporation was 
formed for the exploitation of these 
patents, and 
stock sold, but with the unusual prov-lslon tha t the 
profits should be used "to supply m eans for the a d ­ 
vancem ent and extension of scientific and technical 
Investigation.”
